ESCRIBE the man and find the answer? 
[) That might be easy if it were only easy to 
describe the man. It is not. The writer sat 

all one morning a fortnight ago talking with 
Francisco I. Madero Jr. over tke rough board 
table in the mud house. Peace negotiations were 
then just on the way, and Madero talked earnestly 
of what he hoped the revolution would accom- 
Plish. A third person, a man who has been de- 
scribing other men all his life watched and lis- 
tened. Afterward he said: 

“Have you trieq to describe Madero? 

“Well, I have and I can’t—and you can’t either.” 

There are moments when the Provisional Presi- 
dent of Mexico appears to be almost lost to him- 
self; there are lights in his eves that the cameras 
miss altogether; his photographs show poorly, or 
not all, the character in the luminous, kindly smile 
of a man who has buried his soul in other men. 


The smile greets one and all; it is cordial but 
not effusive, and runs naturally up into the 
squint-lines that play about the éyes of men who 
dive out af doors in the bright light of the arid 
mountain country. Vandyke beard, mustache, eye- 
brows and hair are heavy afid dark, shading from 
brown to black. The wide-set eyes and broad, 
though regular and well-outlined nose are not 
unlike those characteristics of descendants of the 
Indian races of Central and South America—but 
the Maderos boast pure Latin descent. The fore- 
“head is broad and fairly high—so broad as to give 
the hoad, with its high cheeks and pointed chin 
and beard, an unsymmetrical turn. 

In the camp at the new provisional palace in 
Juarez this is the presidential costume: 


Riding Breeches and Norfolk 
Jacket His Favorite Costume. 


Riding ree ya and Norfolk jacket of Olive 
drab Khaki of excellent quality, the coat invari- 
ably buttoned usually over a negligee shirt of 
buff cotton or near-silk, with soft collar and black 
four-in-hand; tan riding boots, well worn and 
dusty; epurs of very ordinary pattern and size— 
or rather, in Mexico of extraordinary smaliness; a 
helmet hat of olive drab that cost not more than 
one-fiftieth what some of Madero’s private sol- 
* diers have paid for their bullioned sombreros. 
The small’ soft hands of the Provisional Presi- 
Gent are tanned as brown as his weather-beaten 
clear-skinned face which is of the caste of the 
Spaniarg of the tropics. Though small and soft, 
the hands give a firm and cordial grip. They have 
been much exercised, too, for the hand-shaking 
duties of a popular hero are onerous amongst 
this people. 

Altogether, Francisco I. Madero Jr. is not an 
impressive man to look upon. His 5 feet 3 or 4 

. Inches carry in, excellent proportion what appear 
to be about 140 pounds. 

Vegetarian diet keeps his muscles hard and 
wiry. His walk is springy, bordering on the 
neryous. Animation comes and goes quickly, as 
at the same time the lights and shadows race 
across his face. 

In English, Madero speaks slowly, but under- 

stands perfectly. In his uative, rapid-fire Spanish 
tt requires a practiced ear to follow him. Under 
‘exeltement his voice rises to a higher pitch, and 
he talks “like a streak of lightning,” with fac 
arms and shoulders accelernting the flow of cx 
pression. — 
But these externals fail to show the reason 
of Madero’s’ grasp of leadership over the. people 
who acclaim him President of Mexico. Madero 
gays he ts not the attracting force—not the mag- 
netic current, but merely the metal through which 
the current flows.

Carranza was defeated, and young Madero be- 
gun to comprehend “the system.” He resolved to 
help smash it; he organized a campaign for the 
presidency, was nominated himself, and, because 
the Diaz henchmen thought he was a visionary ‘ 
mouther, they let him talk until 290 days before: 
the election, when he was arrested for sedition 
and kept in jail in Ménterey and San Louis Potosi 
from June 7 to Oct. 6, 1910. 

Then, released on $8000 bail, after charges of 
sédition had failed and other charges were 
trumped up against him, his father ang his law- 
yer, in order to hold him in the power of the 
Diaz courts, he disguised himself as a working- 
man and escaped to the United States. 

All the time he was in jail his devoted wife 
visited him daily and carried food to him. She 
has been his inspiration and his counsellor 
throughout. , 

Oct.°5, 1910; Madero, before escaping to San An- 
tonio, issueq his proclamation, calling the people 
of Mexico to arms against Diaz Noy. 20. 

The revolution opened in Pueblo Nov. 18, when 
Aquiles Cerdan, whom Madero had _ appointed 
provisional governor of the state, was burned to 


death in his own house- by Diaz’s soldiers. It 1s 
estimated that 6000 to 7000 insurrecto sympathiz- 
ers are still in Mexican jails through this episode, 

Madero remained in various cities of the United 
States until Feb. 13 last, when he crossed the 
Rio Grande from El Paso and joined the revolu- 
tionary forces in the field. \

Orozco’s First Rebel “Army” 

Consisted of 32 Volunteers. 
ASCUAL OROZCO, now a General of the pro- 
~ visional army, had taken the field Nov. 20, with 
32 men. He was 29 years old, son of a small 
merchant in the district of Guerrero, State of Chihua- 
lua, and was forwarding agent for sev:@al mining 
companies. With his 32 men he took the city of 
Guerrero on Nov. 20. Gradually hfs band grew to 

several hundred. 

Col. Jose de La Luz Blanco, 43, the oldest man on 
Madero’s staff, was a farmer. With a small band 
he combined with Orozco and defeated Gen. Juan 
Navarro in several engagements. The war was 
ordered by Diaz to’ be one of extermination, and 
Navarro started out to obey literally. At €erro 
Prieta, early in the war, Nav arro, so the insurrec- 
tos declare, ordered all wounded insurrectos run 
through with cavalry sabers and then lined up all 
the maie inhabitants in the town under 65 years 
of age and shot them—some 30 non-combatants. This 
is why the ifnsurrectos clamored for Navarro’s ex- 


ecution when he was forced to surrender Juarez, and/ tions,

Until Gen. Ben Viljoen, the Boer 
veteran, joined Madero before Juarez as tactical ad- 
visor, Garibaldi was reckoned both ithe ablest and 
most experienced of Madero’s commanders.

will undertake to sell honest goods and give hon- 
est weights and measures. The consumers will 
agree to buy only of these honest retailers.” As a 
reward for buying of them the congumer will 
secure a cash rebate of 6 per cent whenever he 
can ‘present receipts from these honest dealers 
showing the purchase of goods worth $500 or 
more. The reward of the honest dealers will be 
increased business from honesty-loving con- 
sumers and better discounts from the honest job- 
bers and honest manufacturers who supply the 
honest goods.., 

Thus honesty im business is to be organized 
and secured and rewarded. It is a beneficent 
‘movement if carried out as cenceived. But what 
an indictment it is of our business men, our 
business methods, our laws and our lawmakers! 
The reason for the existence of the scheme is 
dishonest dealing, dishonest: weighing and meas- 
uring, dishonest prices and impure and unfit 
foods and merchandise. . 

It is something to insure the consumer against 
these and for all we know there may be no other 
way to secure business honesty except by put- 
ting up a premium for it. But instead of joining 
the forces is there not somewhere some grocer or 
butcher or dry goods merchant who wili arise 
and protest that he can be and is honest be- 
cause honesty is the bert policy.

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AERIAL WAEBFARE CONDEMNED. 

A number of intellectual but cold-blooded men, 
sitting as a Congress of Internationa] Law at 
Madrid, Spain, have passed a resolution approv- 
ing of aerial warfare, “provided that the use of 
aerial warcraft shall not be accompanied with 
greater danger to noncombatants than warfare 
on the earth and sea.” The provision is evidently 
an irrelevancy, because only experience can show 
whether aerial warfare will be more dangerous 








jto noncombatants than war without the use of 


airships. 

When these supposedly able men met in solemn 
conclave, they had the opportunity to condemn 
aerial warfare. John Galsworthy, the noted play- 
wright, in a letter to the London Times, says: 

If ever men presented a spectacle of sheer 
insanity it is now-——-when, having at last tri- 
umphed in their struggle to subordinate to 
their welfare the unconquered element, they 
have straightway commenced to defile that 
element, so heroically mastered, by filling it 
with engines of destruction. If this fresh 
deviltry be not quenched within the next few 
years, it will be too Jate. Water and earth 
are wide enough for men to kill each other on. 
For the love of the sun, and stars, and the blue 
sky, that have given us all our aspirations 
since the beginning of time, let us leave the 
air to innocence. ; 

Whoever has read H. G. Wells’ prophetic ro- 
mance, “The War in the Air,” will agree with 
Mr. Galsworthy that all sane men should do their 
utmost to stop before it is too late, the insanty 
of filling the sky with armed forces. Before such 
forces, all international boundaries would go 
down, and the temptation would be almost resist- 
less to ignore all international law. No one can 
forezee the reign of barbarity that might result. 
All the humane progress of the last two centuries 


would be jeopardized.

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FORGERY AND ART. 

The charge that books and manuscripts which 

were not genuine antiques brought large sums 
at the recent Hoe sale in New York, is, unfortu- 
nately, in line with. many other happenings in 
the art world. Collectors are imposed upon by 
clever forgeries and, deceived themselves, put 
upon the market works which are finally discov- 
ered to be imitations. There are comparatively 
few art experts in the world, not enough, appar- 
ently, to hold in check the men who make a 
business of producing spurious manuscripts, 
books, paintings, gems and other articles of 
virtue. 
Works of art are manufactured in Europe for 
the export trade and wealthy Americans are fre- 
quently the victims of their love of the beauti- 
At times rumors are wafted across the At- 
lantic that even Mr. J. P. Morgan has been de- 
ceived, although he has an art expert upon his 
staff and is himself no mean judge of the genuine- 
ness of a picture, a statue or an antique. Lesser 
collectors who have zeal without knowledge and 
more liberality than learning are, very naturally, 
often induced to buy works of art that while 
ingenious and the product of wonderful skill, are 
not older than the year before last. 

It must also be acknowledged that art critics 
themselves have created much skepticism, partic- 
ularly about paintings. Hardly any great gallery 
is free from pictures which some critic, or school 
of critics, places on the doubtful list. Internal 
evidence is relied upon to invalidate the claims of 
tradition and the public is informed that a cer- 
tain old master had no hand in the production 
of a well-known painting. We are told that it 
was the work of a disciple, who, at the very most, 
only received a few conversational hints from 
the old master. There is as much doubt and un- 
certainty in the criticism of the fine arts as 
there is in the historical criticism that has de- 
molished so many of the traditional views which 
were wniversally accepted until about half a 


century ago. 
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The proposed celebration of the one hundred 
years of peace between the English-speaking 
nations should be held on the. banks of Lake 
Erie or Lake Ontario, whera the Anjiericans, 
the Canadians and the British can get together 
and point to great inland seas without fleets 
and boundry lines without fortifications. Not 
elsewhere in the world is there such an inspir-

NAVAL GUNNERY.

To develop expert gunners is by no means an 
easy task, apart from the expense of the under- 
taking. In the first place, a naval gunner must 
have almost phenomenal eyesight. His target is 
often six or seven miles distant and he fires from a 
ship steaming at full speed through a rough sea. 
When these items are taken into consideration ii 
is almost incredible that our gunners can be ag 
successful as they are. 

Take, for instance, some of the scores made at 
the target practice last year. The target was about 
200 feet square and the distance between it and 
the vessels is six and seven miles. Under these 
conditions, a 12-inch gun on the New Hampshire 
fired four shots in one minute and 46 seconds, and 
scored four hits; an eight-inch gun fired four 
shots in 55 seconds ang made four hits; a seyan- 
inch gun fired five shots in 36 seconds and made 
five hits; a six-inch gun fired five shots in 32 g-c- 
onds and made five hits, and a three-inch gun fired 
five shots in 13 seconds and made five hits,

Many are going away in disgust 
to Paris and other parts of the Continent. This is 
not because presentation at court is a very exhilerat- 
ing experience in itself. One beautiful American 
Woman said frankly to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent: . 
PRESENTATION AT COURT “HORRID BORE.” 
“It really is qa horrible bore. You go to endless

to meet the requirements vitally nec- 
essary to the contenting of opera house 
audiences. It is to be regretted, and 
deeply, that ‘‘popular price’ seats must 
of necessity be lacking at the Odeon, 
the comparatively limited capacity of 
which makes imperative a charge for 
all available seats that shall at least 
avert financial loss to the visiting com- 
pany, this being all that the manage- 
ment asks. The teaching of such a sit- 
uation is plain. More than ever should 
it be the St. Louis determination to 
bring about the building of an opera 
house of such seating capacity and 
acoustic qualities that rich and poor 
alike, as is the case abroad, may enjoy

be the establishment of an opera 
house worthy of the fourth city of the 

Union, This is a matter which depends 
for settlement upon the public spirit of 
wealthy citizéns, as has invariably been 
found the case In other great cities. 

It is nof absolutely necessary that 
any one rich St. Louisan shal! follow 
the splendid example set by Col. H. Lee 
Higginson of Boston, who established 
the Boston Opera company, built the 
Boston Opera House, and maintained 
the Boston Symphouy Orchestra at a 
cost to himself of $1,000,000, besides in- 
teresting other wealthy Bostonians in 
the cause of good music. Such men ate 
rare, and it is not to be expected that 
every city shall possess one such citi- 
zen. But how fine it would be if a St. 
Louls initiative toward the building of 
a St. Louis opera house, and the ample 
maintenance of the St. Louls Symphony 
Orehestra should be taken by one 
wealthy St. Loulsan, enlisting others of 
his class in the good work! The Sym- 
phony Orchestra could have its home in 
the opera house thus established, its 
own concerts would be an admirable 
feature of the musical seasons thus 
made possible, the support of these and 
of an annual opera engagement as we]! 
would, in time, come largely from the 
general public—and how sincere and 
genuinely warranted would be the pride 
of St. Louis in the accomplished fact! 

I like to dream of the dawning of that 
day when these\things shall have been 
brought to pass in St. Louis. It's only 
a dream, I know~—but don’t forget that 
dreams sometime come true. This is 
that sort of dream, I firmly believe.

Twenty-tive thousand copies of Little’s

know what is transpiring in Little Rock, 
Senate Appoints Committee. 

The Senate early in the week appoint- 
ed a committee of five members to in- 
vestigate the charges. The committee 
summoned Lattle. He appeared, but de- 
clined to answer questions, but submit- 
ted this statement: 

Gentlemen—I am before you in re- 
sponse to a subpena just served upon 
me by the sergeant-at-arms, as I 
presume for the purpose of being in- 
terrogated by you relative to certain 
statements made by me upon the 

Tider of tne Housé touching certain 
matters connected with the members 
of your body. Is this true? 

If such be the case I must respect- 
fully both deny your authority and 
decline to comply with your request. 

I have been given to understand that 

the prosecuting attorney’of this dis- 

trict will in the near future afford 
me an opportunity to go before the 

Pulaski County grand jury where 

any information that I may have to 

offer will be given such secrecy as 
the enforcement of the law demands 
and where it is to be presumed such 
information will be used in an honest 
effort to enforce the law and convict 
the guilty. Without desiring ‘to be 
disrespectful to this committee, you 
will pardon me for saying that I do 
not believe your purpose to be the 
acquisition of information for the 
purpose of the punishment of the 
guilty. I aleo doubt your power, 
with the means that you possess un- 
der the law, to conduct such an in- 
quiry as will result in the exposure 
of any body. 

Fears Attempt to Conceal. 

Therefore, I deem that I am pur- 
suing a patriotic course in declining 
to submit to your body such inform- 
ation as I have, fearing as I do that 
it might be used to conceal the 
tracks of the guilty rather than to 
expose them. But I here and now 
express my entire willingness to go 
before the grand jury of Pulaski 
County at any tlme convenient to 
them and Ahere to give all informa- 
tion in my possession touching the 
matters of which I have spoken. 

The committee reported to the Senate 
that they. had examined all the wit- 
nesses who professed to know any- 
thing about it, and, Little, “standing 
upon his constitutional prerogatives,”’ 
had refused to divulge information. Thts 
being true, they were constrained to 
believe that his charges of bribery 
were groundless, and asked to be dis- 
charged, which was done. 

The Senate, at the same time, adopted 
resolutions in which Little was severe- 
Ty censured, saying, in part: 

We feel that it was the highest 
duty he owned to the State to answer 
the questions propounded to him by 
the committee and to give all! in- 
formation, if any he possessed, in 
reference to the use of money as al- 
leged by him, thus cutting off any 
and all information that we might 
procure upon which to make a find- 
ing or advise the Senate in regard ¢

REBUKE BY LOWER HOUSE 





It Passes Bill Repealing the Stat- 
ute Giving Immunity to 
Witnesses. 











COLUMBUS, 0O., May 13.—The effort 
of the Ohio Senate to whitewash itself 
of bribery charges is a scandalous epi- 
sode in Ohio legislation. : 

The entire State is aroused. Al- 


though the lower house of the General 
Assembly has taken a direct slap at 
the upper branch by voting to prevent 
a whitewash, the Genate Committee ap- 
pointed to cover up the bribery scandal! 
still proposes to go to work, and the 
State is amazed at its boldness. The 
fact that two members of the Senate 
committee have repudiated it by re- 
signing has apparently not affected its 
unprecedented affrontery. 

“To hell with public sentiment if we 
feel we are doing our duty,.”’ is the way 
one of the members, Coke Doster, a 
Republican, expressed the sentiment of 
the committee on the Senate floor. 

As the situation now stands, five 
members of the General Assembly, two 
from the House and three from the 
Senate, and the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Senate, have been indicted on bri- 
bery charges by a grand jury sitting 
here at the capital. The assemblymen 
are accused of soliciting bribes and the 
Sergeant-at-Arms is charged with being 
a go-between for senators and lobby- 
mts.” . 

W. J. Burns, the detective who is 
now world-famous because of his work 
in San Francisco and the Los Angeles 
dynamiting case, declares he has clear 
cases against thn Ohio legislators. It 
was his men who worked up the bribery 
cases. The grand jury is calling wit- 
nesses and promises to bring in more 
indictments—provided the Senate does 
not begin to give immunity baths.

Senate members themselves got together —- 

and framed the committee personnel to 
‘heir liking. In vain Gov. Judson Har- 
ion urged that the Senate would de- 
stroy the effect of the grand jury’s 
work by immunizing indicted men. The 
Senate paid no heed. It apparently knew 
what it wanted to do. 

In the face of an enraged public opin- 
ion, the Senate proceeded four days ago 
formally to legislate its committee ir to 
existence. Two hours later the lower 
House, in wrath, turned its face against 
the Senate. The House suspended all 
rules and voted without a single dissent 
to repeal the “‘immunity”’ clause. The 
repealing bill was introduced, engrossed 
¢nd passed in the record space of nine 
minutes. 

‘‘A critical moment in the history of 
Ohio legislation has arrived,’’ said Jo- 
eeph Greeves, the author of the repeal- 
ing measure. ‘“‘The @enate has done an 
unheard of thing and' we must take ac- 
tion.’’ 

House Rebukes the Senate. 

The House sent the repealing bill over 
to the Senate for concurrence and as 
an epen and public rebuke. The next 
rorning, two members of the Senate 
whitewash committee, Krause of Cleve- 
lad and Grenn of Coshocton County, 
who used to be president of the Ohio 
Ming Workers’ Union, resigned from 
the committee, declaring on the floor of 
the Senate that they refused to serve in 
view of an enraged public sentiment. 

It was thereupon that Senator Doster 
ceclared public sentiment could ‘‘go to 
heil.”’ 

“Can't stand the gaff,’’ Hudson, au- 
thor of the whitewash resolution, called 
tountingly over to the resigning mem- 
Lers 

True to its tenets, the Senate refused 
to accept the resignations. The commit- 
tee was told to go ahead and “‘investi- 
gate.’’ The withdrawing members 
washed their hands of the whole affair 
and declared they wouldn't sit with the 
committee anyway. 

That is the way things stand now. 
The Senate is dominated by a bipartisan 
ring, of which the three indicted Sena- 
tors are leading members. No political 
pariy is apparently responsible. All the 
way through a hopeless minority of 
about nine members has been fighting 
vuliau..tly but in vain for clean legis- 
lation. The “ring’’ calls them the radi- 
cals and the ring can summon about 
20 votes whenever it wishes, The Senate 
has 54 members in all, but half a dozen 
cr so are on the fence “most of the 
time. When they come dotwn they, too, 
jump in the ring. 

Thovgh the bribery caRal is nonpar- 
tisan, the Democrats ofithe State are 
deeply humiliated, that?the only As- 
sembly they have controfled in 30 years 
shou'd be so tainted with scandal.

‘NEW YORK, May 13.—The Evening 
Post ,in its weekly copyrighted finan-

to important underlying influences, 
and pessimists who see both in sur- 
face phenomena and in fundamental 
influences, little to mitigate discour- 
agement. The prudent man will ap- 
proach both ositions thoughtfully 
and respectfully. 

“It is probable that one or the other 
will turn out to be entirely wrong, 
but it is also possible that each may 
have grasped some fundamental truth 
and that the outcome may be mid- 
Way between the two predictions. 

Sentiment Is Mixed. 

“Numerous inferences have been 
Suggested from this conflicting sent!- 
ment; but there is one deduction 
which people seem curiously slow tv 
draw. The fact that opinions are so 
widely separated is itself reassuring. 
Except for the automatic mechanism 
of the markets, there seemed to be 
no check on the premature optimism 
of oe or on the overdone pessimism 
oO 

“A good part of the trouble into 
which we rushed by bidding up every: 
thing, six months after the panic of 
1807, arose from the fact that caution 
and ae jag tonya were proscribed. Tha 
order of the day was the motto of 
the “prosperity ieagues’”—talk noth- 
ing but another boom, and we shall 
have one. 

“To resist that program was un- 
patriotic; even the sober New York 
Chamber of Commerce had to send 
delegates to a Sunshine Convention 
at Coney Island. That waga fit pre- 
liminary for the egregious blunders 
of 1909, when great financial houses 
 gehe the Prosperity League in spirit 
f not in form. 

“There has been no such preliminary 
to whatever is to occur in the later 
months this year. Not only have our 
financial men refrained from dismissing 
the great liquidation of 1910 (as some 
of them dismissed the panic of 1907) 
as a flurry or an accident of a week, 
etal not only have they for 12 months 
— devoted themselves to liquidation 

stead of expansion, but they are still 
looking warily about to see if the thing 
is over. Some of them think there is 
more to come. 

“One hears land liquidation and wage 
re-adjustment named essentials, before 
the process of readjustment can be com- 
lete. Perhaps these prophesys are right,

cycle. Therefore it is safe to watch 
for present signs of them. 
“Booma’ Come Suddenly. 

“But whether right or wrong, the ex- 
istence of this spirit of great conserva- 
tism is a balance wheel. If things were 
to turn out disappointingly after har- 
vest (they did so, in the fourth year 
after the panic of 4873) at least the busi- 
ness community would not be caught 
off ite guard. 

“If, on the other hand, events were

Trade Active in Good Hogs. 


A g00d moderate supply of hogs 
arrived last week and the market, 
while up one day and down the next 
closed with a 25c advance. It was 
a good active trade most of the week 
for the good quality hogs, but those 
that were not good or “grassy‘‘ were 
poor sellers all week and a _ good 
many were carried over each night. 
Good hogs of all weights sold very 
close together. 

The best demand was from. the 
shippers and butchers for good qual- 
ity, smooth light to medium , weight 
hogs weighing from 160 to 225 Ibs. 
Heavy hogs are, still selling at the 
bettom of the regular market. but 
they are not selling as far from the 
top as they were two or three weeks 
ago. The top of the market ranged 
between $6@6.40 ali week. 

Good butcher and shipping hogs 
sold largely at $6.15@6.35. plain mixed 
and heavy packers $5.75@6, tight 
weight shippers and pigs that were 
not very good at $5@6.15, and rough 
throwouts at $3.25@5.60. Buyers. were 
more particular about their hogs than 
usual and all rough. and poor grade 
hogs were sorted off and sold sep- 
arately. 

Sheep Trade Qutet. 

The sheep trade was quiet but a 
little stronger than the previous 
week nd therefore the highest in 
several weeks, Still the market is on 
a very low basis when it is compared 
with this time a year ago. The offer- 
ings contained a larger number of 
spring lambs than any week s6 far 
this year, but not near so many as 
were being received a year ago. 

Colorado wool lambs sold from $5.85 
@6.25. Clipped Colorado lambs sold 
at $5.25@5.65, yearlings brought $4.50 
@4.75 for heavy, and light to medium 
weights $4.85@5.25, mutton sheep $4 
@4.40 as a rule. but some plain grade 
ewes went at $3.85@4.

There were plenty of buy- 
ers on hand, and as has been the case 
for some time most of them were 
from the East, although there was 
a fair representation from the South, 
and a number of buygrs from close 
around, within a couple of hundred 
miles, in Missouri, Indiana and Ken- 
tucky. The market moved actively, 
with a good demand for chunks and 
drafts, coach and livery horses, .ma}) 
drivers and good blocky farm mares;

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SERIOUS FACTORS 
WITH COTTON MEN 


Planting Has Been Delayed Until 
Prices on the New Crop 
Have Advanced. 








Cotton contracts reached new high 
levels for the near months during this 
week; July selling u- to lo.73c. The ad- 
vance is probably attributable to scar- 
city of raw cotton and to fear of short- 
squeezes on summer months, which 
tends to restrict selling of these posi- 
tions. This theory is borne out by the 
fact that the fall, or new crop, months 
did not advance in keeping with May 
and July. 

Monday’s market was decidedly firm 
in response to favorable cables and 


closed with May at 15.42c, July at 15.50c 
and Oct. at 12.91c. July was 3 points 
higher than Saturday but during the 
day the summer months advanced ma- 
terially. Tuesuaysprices gained 10 to 16 
points on the near months, uct. closing 
only ¥ points :ugher. W ednesday brought 
a loss o. 4 to 5 points on the summer 
positions. 
Wet Weather Damage. 


The new crop months advanced 8 to 
10 paints in consequence of unfavorable 
weather reports from Central Southern 
States. Thursday opening was about the 
same as Tuesday's close, May 15.53c, 
July lo.66c, and Oct. 13.08¢. This was 
18 to 19 points above Saturday's close 
on the old crop, and 6 points on the new 
crop contracts. In the later market 
prices touched the high point on the 
season and closed near the best. 

The irreparable damage from the wet 
speii, if any, seems to be confined to 
portions of Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. Most of the damage resulted 
from the overflow of some 200,000 acres 
of low lands, flooded chiefly by the 
Yazoo, Sunflower and Tallahatchie 
rivers. It is said that the damage from 
this source will be largely offset by the 
heavy deposit of silts and drifts which 
will enrich the soil. / 

While the rains and cool wéather 
thrcughout the belt have delayed 
Planting and have turned this crop, 
which promised to be an exception- 
ally early one, into one slightly later 
than normal, there still remains suf- 
ficient time to complete planting 
provided, of course, fair weather pre- 
vails for a week or ten days. Should 
another rainy spell set in conditions 
could quickly become serious and the 
weather will be watched closely dur- 
ing the next few weeks. 

Manchester Situation Good. 


There has been some _ slackening 
in the spot demand, but Man- 
chester continues to send encour- 
aging reports regarding the dry 
goods situation. English spinners are 
said to be buying cotton freely, an-l 
their position is said to be imprev- 
ing. More looms are being installed 
and the Continent is reported to be 
buying yarns in Manchester. India 
is reported to have accepted big lires 
of cloth and mills advise being sold 
ahead for months to come. 

While curtailment among American 
mills is more pronounced than has 
been the case since the year opened; 
spinners stating that they will not 
make yarns for stock unless they can 
obtain prices which will‘ allow the 
mills to come out whole, at least. The 
Spinners are firm in their asking 
prices and are watching the cotton 
market closely. Transactions are 
still confined to small lots for imme- 
diate or nearby shipments, althouge! 
purchases are more numerous than 
they were a week ago

Shorts suddenly realized the past 
week that the wheat situation wa* 
growing bullish. In the scramble to 
cover prices rose rapidly, touched 
new high-record prices for the spring 
season and closed near the top feb 





There was an accumulation cf b 
factcrs that caused the advance. Of 
reports from Southeast Russia 
lained of extreme dryness, @X-~- 
cessive heat and serious insect Gam- 
age. Dispatches from India said the 
Plague in the Punjaub was greatly 
delaying shipment. The Liverpooi 
and Continental markets all rose 
sharply on this news. 

To cap the cliniax of the foreign 
situation, the European wheat visibiq 
showed the heavy decrease for the 
week of 7,816,000 bu, against 4,910,- 
000 decrease last year, bringing the 
tctal down to 97,960,000 bu, against 
88,670,000 bu last year. This shows 
European visible stocks only 9,290,000 
bu over last year, Some weeks ago 
the excess was over 50,000,000 bu. 

Again the trade suddenly awoke 
to the fact that somebody has been 
using wheat for despite the talk of 
poor general demands and heavy sup- 
plies, the world’s stocks of wheat de- 
creased 32,000,000 bu during April, 
against 8,726,000 in March and 24,- 
056,000 in A ril last year. Total stocks 
are 193, asf) 00 bu, against 187,983,000 
last year. American stocks aggregated 
77,147,000 bu, a“decrease of 14,646,009 
during April and compared with $1.. 
673,000 last year when there was a 
decrease of 15,785,000 in April. 

The export movement for the week 
also improved, the utgo in wheat 
and flour totaling 3,152,000 bu, ry tered F 
1,944,000 bu last week, 2,934,000 bu 
last year and 1,229,000 bu two years 
ago. 
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The Crop Outlook. 


From the domestic standpoint the 
week's crop news was mixed. The 
recent drouth in the Northwest was 
ale tl broken, but late advices in- 

icated more rain needed. Kansas 
and Oklahoma developed ‘‘hot winds,” 
and after these were dissipated sev- 
eral experts lowered the estimates 
on the Kansas wheat yield to 70,000,- 
000 bu. This compares with 61, 060, 009 
bu in 1910 and 85,478,000 bu in 1909. 

The Government crop report issued 
during the week placed the condition 
of winter wheat on May I at 86.1 per 
cent, against 82.3 on April 1,’and 82.1 
on May 1, 1910, and 86.7 the average 
for the past 10 years. 

The area of winter wheat to be har- 
vested on May 1 was about 31,367,000 
acres, or 6.6 per cent more than the 29,-' 
427,000 acres harvested in 1910, and 3,118,- } 
000 acres or 9.0 per cent less than the 
area sown last fall ot 34,485,000 acres. 

The wheat yield indicated is 489,000,000 
bu, against 464,044,000 bu in 1910, and a 
record yield of 492,388,000 bi in 1906. 

The trade was inclined to place a bull- 
ish construction on the Government crop 
report. 

It was pointed out that the May show- 
ing indicated a loss of 21,000,000 from 
April 1, due to a loss of 9 per cent in 
acreage, and that any minor loss in 
condition reducing the yield by 25,000,000 
bu more would bring the total to lasi 
year’s yield. This, traders said, would 
be bullish, owing to the much lower 
prices prevailing at present, and the 
uncertainty of the outcome of the spring 
wheat harvest. 

Bull traders are also inclined to com- 
pare the present market with that of 
1891. Then everything in this country 
was favorable for the crop, but on Rus- 
sian crop advices the market took fire. 
During the advance prices gained over 
10c a bushel in a single day.

At 10 o'clock the minister filed suit 
for divorce in the Circuit Court, alleging 
that, although he and his wife are sepa- 
rated, she used the telephone in his 
home to make appointments with other 
men, and that on the street recently she 
accosted him as “‘tyou d——d fool.’’ 


At 11:30 o’clock the clergyman met 
his wife at the Postoffice and invited 
her to luncheon. She accepted. He 
finished before she did, gave her $1 
to pay her bill, and asked her, as soon 
as she completed her dinner, to meet 
him at the general delivery window 
at the Postoffice. 

At 12:30 p.-m., her husband ap- 
proached, calling her by name At tl‘s 
Signal of identification, Bailiff John 
Nichols, who was following at his 
heels, served upon her papers. in 
Hewscn's divorce suit. <As the ballift 
did not know Mrs, Hewson, the min- 
ister had agreed to accompany him 
to the Postoffice and point out his 
wife. the mother of his 7-year-old 
daughter. 

So incensed was Mrs. Hewson by 
this strategem that she declared she 
would not only fight “tooth and nail’ 
against the divorce suit, but would 
seek in the ceurts to obtain posses- 
sion of the child, of whom the min: 
ister now has legal custody. 

“Perfectly Mean Trick.” 

“IT think it was a perfectly mean 
trick,” said she last night to a Post- 
Vispatch reporter at her home, 3748 
Olive street. “My husband did all

Miss Waters is said in the tele- 
gram to be one of the most accom- 
plished of ‘the younger social set there.

ST.LOUIS MAN 
IS RAISING vk | 
WORMS AT HOME 


Sends Team Out to Bring Back 
Mulberry Leaves for Their 
Food. 


Two men started out with a wagon 
and team Saturday morning to eollect 
a load of mulberry leaves with which 
silk worms are to be fed by Sam 
Greco, who is testing his dream of 
years that the silk industry can 
thrive in this climate. 

Five large trays, each as big as an 
out-spread newspaper, the bottoms of 
each covered with a white layer of silk 
worms, rest on the floor of Greco’s 
parlor at 1529 North Eighth street. 

Greco, an Italian huckster, spends 
much of his time during his daily ex- 
cursions in the West End, collecting 
mulberry leaves to feed his hungry pets. 

Before he came to America 14 years 
ago, Greco was employed by a silk 
:aiser. He has been.convinced for some 
time that the climate of St. Louis-is 
adapted to that industry, and when he 
heard that a friend was coming from 
Italy this spring, seized the opportunity 
to get some worms; 

The friend arrived three weeks ago, 
with the worms, half an ounce of them, 
in a little wooden box. There were 
thousands, each about as big as a fig 
seed. It had taken $2 of American mon- 
ev to purchase them in Italy. 

Greco spread them out in his trays, 
and the sunlight soon began to make 
them grow. Mulberry leaves were not 
out then, and in search of the only pos- 
sible substitute as food for the worms, 
Greco bought rose leaves from a florist. 

The worms are now the thickness, and 





about half the length, of an ordinary 


match. They are white, with many red 
joints in: their bedies. Their whole pur- 
pose is to eat, and they eagerly climb 
on the leaves Greco sprinkles into the 
trays several times a day. 

‘They are doing fine,” 
“Very few have died, and I am muvre 
than ever convinced silk can be pro- 
duced here: 

“The worms will grow until they 
are bigger and longer than my middle 
finger. That will take about two 
weeks more, and to get the 50 or $9 
sacks of leaves necessary to make 
them that big, I will have to send out a 
couple of men and 4 = to collect 
all over the city. 

“I will rent a oskeaha of rooms and 
spread the worms out on the floor in 
a day or two, as they will*soon be 
too large for the trays.: After they

TAFT DENOUNCES 


RECALL OF JUDGES 
AS DEMAGOGUERY 


President Compares English Ju- 
diciary With Ours, Pointing 
Defects in American Law. 








CALLS PLAN A NOSTRUM 





Our Code Makes for Confusion 
and Prevents Quick Justice 
in His Opinion. 





NEW YORK, May 13.—-President Taft 
came out publicly tonight against the 
recall of the judiciary. In speech 
before the conference on reform of the 
criminal law and procedure the Presi- 
dent made his attitude plain. 

His speech was devoted to a compar- 
ison, highly unfavorable to this coun- 
try, of the judicial svstems of: Great 
Britain and the United States. .He la- 
mented the tendency manifested, even in 
[ngland, but more particularly in this 
country, to put limitations on the power 
of the judge. 

“Now,” he said, “‘not content with re- 
ducjng ‘the position of the judge to one 
something like that of the moderator in 
a religious essembly or the presiding 
officer of a _ political convention, the 
judge is to be made still less important. 
He is to be put still more on trial and 
assume .still more the character of a 
defendant by a provision of law under 
which, if his rulings and conduct in 
court do not suit a small percentage of 
the electors of his district, he may be 
compelled to submit the question of 
his continuance on the bench during the 
term for which he was elected to an 
election for recall, in which the reason 
for his recall is to be included in 200 
words, and his defense thereto to be 
equally brief. 

“It can hardly be said that this 
proposed charge if adopted, will give 
him greater authority or power for 
usefulness or constitute a reform in 
the enforcement of the criminal law 
of this country. 

“It will certainly not diminish the 
power or irresponsibility of counsel 
for the defendant. Let us hope that 
the strong sense of humor of the 
American people, which has so often 
Saved them from the dangers of dem- 
agoguery, will not be lacking in re- 
spect of this ‘nostrum.’ 

Startling Statistics. 
Statistics which show the 
crimes that go unpunished in this 
country, aS compared with those in 
England, are startiing and humiliat- 
ing to any American who has pride 
in his fellow countrymen as a law- 
abiding and law-enforcing people. <A 
study of the English system will show 
that their procedure and their yvuar- 
anties in favor of the individual as 
to indictments, trial and conviction, 
and their provision for the security 
of the liberty of the individual are 
exactly the same as ours; for we de- 
rive ours from them. 

‘Wherein is the great difference then 
between the effectiveness of the two 
systems? I believe it to exist in the 
character, experience and learning of 
the judges in the power which they 
maintain and exercise in the course of 
the trial for the saving of time and the 
simplification of issues, and to the re- 
spect and obedience given to their inti- 
mations from the bench as to the prop- 
er behavior of counsel in the conduct 
of the case. If there is any other rea- 
son for the difference, it cannot be 
found in procedure.” 

“I wish to comment on the effect that 
the change in the power of the judge in 
this country in the matter of the man- 
agement of the trial has had upon his 
ability to shorten the methods of coun- 
sel for the defense and their conduct in 
the courtroom. 

Fear Is Unfounded. 

“What I believe to be an unfounded 
fear of judicial tyranny and an unrea- 
sonable distrust of judges have led to 
statutory limitations upon their power 
in the conduct of criminal trials which 
have made the trial by jury in this 
country, and especially in the Western 
states, an entirely different institution 
from what it was understood to be at 
the time of the adoption of our Con- 
stitution. In many states, judges are 
not permitted to comment upon the 
facts at all. They are not even allowed 
to charge the jury after the arguments 
of counsel, but they are required to 
submit wr.tten charges upon abstruse 
questions of law, with no opportunity 
to apply the principles concretely to the 
facts of the case. 

“The restraint that a judge in the 
course of a trial imposes on the man- 
ner and conduct of counsel in an En- 
glish court thus is wholly wanting, with 
the result that there seems to have 
been a substantial change in the code 
or professional ethics governing counsel 
and in the extremes to which counsel in 
the defense of their clients seem to think 
it is entirely proper for them to go. This 
conduct makes neither for the dignity 
of the court nor for the elevation of the 
ethics of the bar.’”’

The refusal of W. R. Dougias, a blind 
hewaman, to accept a reward of $2.50 
after he had returned a $5 gold piece 
given to him by mistake for a penny, 
revealed yesterday that the same inde- 
pendence, in everyday life, has enabled 
him and his bind wife to found a neat 
home, establish a prosperous business 
and support their children, who are 
their only ‘‘eyes.”’ 

Douglas and his wife have never seen 
each other or beheld their two pretty 
boys, Arnold, 4 years old, and Theodore, 

' § Yet the home at 3307 Douglas street 
is as neat as could be, and the chil- 
dren are well-dressed, polite and obe- 
dient. The mother does her own cook- 
ing. Washing and ironing and makes 
clothes for herself and the children. In 
addition, she can typewrite with ease 
and has invented a polish for metals 
and furniture which she markets. Utter 
darkness has not quenched, but instead 
has enhanced the self-reliance of the 
parents. 

Of the newsman's§ independence 
Joseph G. Williams, a lawyer with 
offices in the Navarre Building, ex- 
perienced an instance. Douglas sells 
the Post-Dispatch at Eighteenth and 
Market streets, and for some years 
Willlams has bought a paper from 
him nearly every evening.

The independence in which Mrs. Doug- 
las is a true helpmeet to her husband 
inspires her to attempt all tasks which 
women without her infirmity can per- 
form. She can cook anything, from 
bread to desserts. By using a short 
pair of scissors and feeling her way 
around the edges of a pattern, she can 
make a garment which fits satisfacto- 
rily. She has a sewing machine, and 
watching her operate it, one would not 
believe she is blind. She has used with- 
out accident both gasoline and kero- 
sene stoves, but now uses gas only for 
the protection of the children. 

One day while she was absent, she 
relates, the boys in their curiosity 
opened the main gas supply pipe. Luck- 
ily she had merely crossed the street 
and returned in time to save them from, 
asphyxiation. Her husband then at- 
tached a stopcock, which can be locked 
with a heavy nail, to the pipe. 

“Many women wonder,” said Mrs. 
Douglas, “how I iron white clothes 
without smutting them. I simply use 
a gas mat and scrub each iron well 
upon it before applying the iron to 
the clothes. I have never burned a

garment. I rely on my 
touch to regulate the gas stove, 
I can handle it as well as 
woman.’

EACH PASS RECORD 
OF PRECEDING WEEK 


Stork Makes 284 Visits, and 239 
Persons Die, Despite Pleas- 
‘ant Weather. 


Fine weather of the las® week 
seemed to ave a stimulating effect 
upon the visitations of the stork. At 
the same time there was an increase 
in the death rate as*compared to the 
week before. Two hundred and 
thirty-nine «deaths were = recorded, 
against 208 the previous week. There 
were 284 births, agianst . 267 two 
weeks ago. 

Despite mild weather conditions, 
diseases of the respiratory organs 
contributed largely to the death rate. 
Pneumonia killed 27, bronchitis 4, 
phthisis 15 and miscellaneous troubles 
six. Bright’s disease loomed large in 
the death column, contributing 22 
victims. Seventeen persons succumbed 
to gastritis and kindred ailments and 
if dieg of diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. 

Four persons committed suicide and

EWS ISPLANNED | 
INRUSSAN TOWN? 


It Is Reported That Sunday ° a 
' Day Set for Murders in 
Kiro.

KIEV, Russia, May 13.—Ugly ru- 
mors of a threatened massacre of 
Jews tomorrow are afloat. It is re- 
ported that the Jews have divided the 
city into districts for organized self- 
defense. The Governor issued a 
proclamation ‘today, saying that ‘he 
would suppress with a firm hand any 
attempt at disorders Sunday. 


MOSCOW, Russia, May 13.—Today's 
papers report that an agitation for a 
massacre of Jews is perceptible at 
Kiev, where many Jews, all armed, 
are disposing of their property in 
preparation for flight. The papers 
state that the massacre appears to 
have been set for tomorrow and that 
the agitation followed a rumor alleg- 
ing the ritualistic killing of « boy last 
March. 

YEKATRINOSLOV, Russia; May 13.~ 
The Provincial Governor has issued a 
circular forbidding town councils to 
give Jews certificates of artisanship on 
testimonials from ‘working establish- 
ments and hand craftsmen. 

This follows the order of the Governor 
that all Jews not possessing permits of 
residence in the villages of the prev- 
ince be expelled. 

Reports and*books describing the Jew- 
ish massacre at Bialystok, June 14, 1906, 
and subsequent dates, have been con- 
fiscated by the authorities.

The exercises of yesterday were 
intended to demonstrate the combina- 
tion of physical training with mental 
education following the system founded 
by Turnvater -Jahn. 

The German School Society is com- 
posed of pupils of the Blair, Peabody 
and Garfield schools, in which the 
Board of Education has given permis- 
sion to teach German, after the regular 
school hours. The pupils of these 
<echools were in charge of Principals F. 
Steuber, A. B. C. Blewent and Peter 
Herzog. They met at the schools and 
were taken to. the park yesterday after- 
noon in special cars. 

The members of eight turned societies 
marched from the hall of the Tower 
Grove Turnverein to the park at 2 p. m. 
to open the festival. The pattle-scarred 
flag of the battalion of St. Louts .tur- 
ners, used by them during the Civil 
War, was carried for the first time in 
years in the procession. The flag now 
consists of a staff and a few remnants 
of silk which formerly composed the 
flag. 

Addresses were made at the afternoon 
exercises by Dr. Emil Simon, president 
of the German School Society; Edward 
Devoy and Assistant Superintendent of 
Public Schools J. 8. Collins and Cc. G. 
Rathman. It is, estimated that 10,000 at- 
tehded the festivities during the after- 
noon: and night.

The Southern is one of the most

Charles G. Warner, former vice-pres- 
ident of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
died at his home, 5206 Washington bou- 
levard, yesterday, from a _ protracted 
iliness resulting from a paralytic stroke 
several years ago.

It was through Warner that the 
Gould lines in the West were consolil- 
dated.

_ At the expiration of his term of of- 

fice he retired from both business and 

politics.

His reward for victory will be a 
diamond-studded gold medal, repre- 
senting his fourth victory in the M.

LONDON TALKING 


Strong Scenes Raise ‘‘The But- 
terfly on the Wheel” and 
‘‘Terrorist’’ From Melodrama. 


A DIVORCE COURT STORY 





Wife Saves Her Honor and the 
Feminine Nihilist Is Saved 
From Committing Crime.

LONDON, May 13.—Two new plays 
have set London theater-goers talking. 
They are widely different In nature, and 
there is a difference of opinion among 
the critics as to their respective merits. 
But in one thing everybody is agreed: 
Sach is full of intense, gripping interest, 
and each doubtless will survive to a 
respected antiquity. 

One of them is “A Butterfly on the 
Wheel,’’ written by E. G. Hemmerde, 
K. C., and Francis Neilson, M. P., 


which has just had its premiere at the 
Globe Theater. The other, which is be- 
ing played at the Duke of York's Thea- 
ter, is ‘“‘The Terrorist,” by Laurence 
Irving, with the author-actor in the 
principal role. 

Of each it might be said with equal 
truth that its basic conception is melo- 
dramatic, but that it is brought into 
the realm of high drama by one or two 
compelling seenes. For the rest, the 
plot of each is rather hackneyed. 


One From Divorce Court. 

“The Butterfly on the Wheel’ is an 
epic of the divoge court. There is noth- 
ing striking about the plot or the devel- 
opment, and yet the one scene, when 
Mrs. Admaston, the respondent, fights 
for her honor against the gruelling 
cross-examination of the attorney in the 
divorce proceedings, immediately trans- 
‘ates the theme out of the common- 
place. 

The story is a simple one. By the 
machinations of a clever woman, Mrs. 
\dmaston and young Collingwood get 
-nto the same railway compartment to- 
rether, get adjoining rooms in a hotel 
and have their luggage checked to the 
same destination. The woman’s hus- 
band very inopportunely happens along, 
finds the coincidence very suspicious 
and ultimately sues for divorce. 

The trial scene might also be called an 
exposition of the perils of circumstantial! 
evidence. Stoutly fighting to defend her 
good name, Mrs. Admaston is confront- 
ed with a series of compromising inci- 
dents, each trivial in itself, but which, 
taken together, make a damnable whole. 
irom easy assurance at first, the wom- 
an passes into impassioned protest and 
then quails, baffled and hysterical, be- 
fure the relentiess questioning of jher 
tormentor. 

Ultimately she is saved by the familiar 
Nd blotting pad which shows the 
schemes of the other Woman and ail 
ends happily. But it is a powerful, dy- 
namic thing while it lasts and makes 
the play far from mediocre. 


A Woman Nihilist, 

“The Terrorist’’ is also somewhat fa- 
miliar in its trend. It is a story of a 
woman nihiligt who goes to @ ssinate 
the governor of a province ff his own 
room. It is the one scene W..ere the 
nihilist and Irving, who plays the part 
of the governor, meet that makes the 
draina worth while. 

The audience ts given to understand 
that the governor has been trapped and 
that the terrorist has a revolver in her 
muff with which she expects to shoot 
him. The governor knows her purpose 
as well as she, But with the spirit of 
a cavalier, he tries to dissuade her 
from it. 

They talk and talk and nearer comes 
the time for the woman to fulfill her 
mission of death. She proclaims hefself 
a revolutionary and he smilingly tells 
her he had some of the same ideas when 
he was young. The action grows tenser. 
The woman says she has come to kill 
him. He explains to her that ‘the man 
who will succeed him would be far 
more of a tyrant than he. Then she tells 
him she is going to shoot him because 
he slew her father in a riot. Just as 
she draws her revolver, soldiers rush in. 
With a very fine air, the governor pro- 
tects the woman from the soldlery. She 


-|goes back to tell the revolutionists that 


to kill him would be to exchange Solo- 
mon for Rehoboam, and so it ends.

WRITES VERSES TO HIM 


Declares That Her Man-God Will 
/ Be Angry if She Does Not 
Join Him. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NTW YORK, May 13.—‘I have been 
in communication with the soul of Dr. 
Latson since he shot himself. Last 
night I heard the’ voice of his soul 
speak to me. It asked me to come and 
join him in that mysterious somewhere 
far beyond the grave. So I answered: 
‘l’'ll join you, sweetheart.’ That’s why 
I tried guicide, as you call it—why I: 
tried to rid myself of my bodily habila- 
ment. and join him in that cerulian 
blue far away, where he floats around 
on. beautiful wings.”’ 

So spoke Alta Marhevka from the 
cot in Washington Heights Hospital, 
where she was hurriedly taken today 
following an unsuccessful attempt to 
join her soulmate beyond,the grave 
through inhaling gas. | 

This brown-eyed, slip of a girl had 
sorrowed for neariy 48 hours’ over sep- 
aration from Dr. W. R. C. Latson, 
who was found shot to death in his 
apartment 660 Riverside Drive, late 

. Thursday night. A follower of the dead 
physician's mystic teachings, Miss Mar- 
hevka had been taught that there was 
no such thing as death. When parted 
from him by the line that separates 
life and death she determined to cross 
the border and seek what she termed 
“life anew.” 

At the hospital, however, it was 
said tonight that she is out of dan- 
ger. 


Planned to Die Together. 
“TI did no wrong. Death means 


nothing to me. It is only a state of 
being—a condition in which we 
throw aside the body that held the 
soul. .The body is merely a dwelling 
place for the goul for the short yes- 
terday of existence. 
- “What ts suicide? It is simply rid- 
ding the imperishable goul and spirit 
of its base and wholly earthly habili- 
ment. Dr. Latson and I intende:l 
committing suicide some day to- 
gether. We were simply waiting until 
the burden of life became unbearable. 
With him it came on Thursday. With 
me it-came today. I expect to join 
. my master and teacher as soon as an 
opportunity presents itself. I con- 
sider suicide a noble end.” 
- At the same time Miss Marhevka 
had said that she gloried in the cour- 
age of her “goura” (“man god’’) add- 
ing with all. emphasis that he had 
jived a matchless life and ended a 
Wwearied existence ‘like one of God's 
anointed creatures.” 
Despite direct declarations that she 
would commit suicide when there was 
a favorable chance, no watch was kept 
on the young woman. But when she 
Was snatched ‘from death's door and 
taken to the hospital, the Washington 
family with whom she bad lived went 
runimaging through her belongings to 
find what they called some “‘sensible 
explanation” for her act. 

The explanation they found was no 
more “‘sensible’’ than the previous dec- 
laratiéns she had made of her avowed 
intention to'end her life. She had left 
a note—the last of numerous literary 
efforts discovered In the drawers of 
her dresser and desk. It was scribbled 
in a firm hand on the back of an en- 
velope bearing the printed card of} 
Harry Weinberg, 261 Droadway. It 
started with a somewhat straggling sen- 
tence: “Destroy letters on chfffonier.”’ 
Then it dropped into a broken quota- 
tion: “It's. better to have loved and 
lost than’’— ” 

The next line was: 
- Tel] them I loved Latson.” 

Then followed the words: 
- “Tired—good-by.” 
’ There was evidence: on every hand 
that the girl had passed a good part 
of the night penning poetry, verses 
that found an outlet for her thoughts 
and emotions. A lot of epigrammatic 
pentences, too, had been writteh by 
her. Here are some of them:

“Oh, nonsense! The idea of letting 
the men do anything we can’t do!”

URING my recent visit to St. Louis, I was struck with the impression: that, 
' after all my studies of feminine Cibclineds. here was a type of womanly 
charm which | had never before encountered.

: it I set myself to sketching some of the passing faces which haunted me. 

_I had admired the patrician beauties of Boston, the haughty. grandes dames 
of New York, the exquisite girls of Virginia.and the dark-eyed belles of New Or- 
leans. In St. Louis | seemed to find among its women a touch of the charms of each 
type, a sort of composite of them all. 

The mystery was explained when I recollected the city’s history. It has been 
subject to four flags—those of France, England, Spain and the United States.

_. The result, after a few. generations, has been the development of a type of wom- 
 pithood best desctibed as cosmopolitan. Cavalier and Roundhead have met and com- 
' mingled. ‘South and North, East and West, have joined hands in the central city of 
the United States. In consequence, it appears to me, a unique type of femininity is 
being defined; which comprehends, in some part, the charms of all others. 

One delightful attribute of the St. Louis girl is her complete naturalness. She is 
pretty and knows it, but is not vain; she is quick of Wit and intelligent, but does 


“not attempt to “‘show off.’’ She has a touch of breeziness and independence from 


the West, womanliness from the South, and mental alertness from the North. Al- 
together, a most prepossessing creature ! " 
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T. LOUIS, as the. great con- 
fluence of all the nations that 
colonize America, has, in its 
“Melting Pot, evolved a 
unique type of feminine 
beauty, which has been prop 
erly described as cosmopolitan. 
The charm of the new type 
fascinated Louis Kronberg, 
vho, as a celebrated painter 
of theatrical personages, has 
portrayed some of the loveli- 
est women of the world. 

Such was his interest as

on a recent visit to St. Louis from his home in Boston, 

the artist could not resist the temptation to sketch, 

as he passed them on the thoroughfares. some of the 

women of the city who seemed to him representative 

of its unique type.

D R. REICHERT shows that the red blood of

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Teaching Children Garden Work to Help Family Finances, § 


: HE Department of Agriculture in Wash- 
T ington has begun this spring an experi- 
ment in the cultivation of back yards in 
emphis, Tenn., which, it is believed, will great- 
iy reduce the cost of living to thousands of 
families in that city and which if it is success- 
ful there, will be extended to other cities. It 
is believed it will eventually reduce the cost of 
living of the American people by $600,000,000. 

The city of Memphis lias raised $5000 for the 
experiment, and has @eposited it in the bank 
for the use of the Departiient of Agriculture 
in inetructing the school children ana for ‘super: 
intending their work in the cultivation of the 
bach yards. 

tii, &. A. Kapp, chief of the co-operation 
demonstration office in the Department of Agti- 
cuituré, has sent O. M. Watson, a spevial expert 
in practical gardening, to Memphis. Miss Lil- 
ian W. dohtison has been appoitited by Memphis 
io work with him. 

Or. Knapp says, in talking of the Memphis 
plan: “The back yard garden can be made a 
success, Take a back yard thirty by forty feet.

WEST PLAINS, Mo., May 3. 

INCE we have been en- 

gaged in the work of 

editing and publishing 

a daily and weekly 

newspaper in “The 

Wonder City” of the 

widely known Ozarks, 

we have been asked 

many questions con- 

cerning our work and 

our experiences, both 

by interested and 

merely curious persons, 

and on a few occasions 

. have been urged to 

tell the public something of our career ‘as edi- 

tors and publishers. Always we have declined 

until asked by the Post-Dispatch to tell the 

young women of the Southwest sometning of 

the opportunities offered by the country newspa- 

rer field, and also to relate some of our ex- 
reriences as editors of a country daily. 

Our being engaged in newspaper work is en- 
tirely a natural consequence of our environ- 
ment.| Our father, Mills Williams, who is the 
pioneer newspaper man of South Missouri, has 
been engaged in newspaper work in this section 
of the Ozarks continuously for more than thir- 
ty years. He was probably the first man to 
pen a feature story of the beauties'‘of the Ozarks, 
being employéd many years ago by the old Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railroad (now 
the Frisco System) to “write up” the beautiful 
scenery and points of interest along their line, 
which had just been completed. 

»'T would be impossible to tell when we learned 
| the art of the printer’s trade, for we were 

allowed the use of the “hell box” to play 
“make-believe printer” before we scarcely knew 
our A, B, C’s, and as soon as we were large 
enough we were given an old, worn-out font of 
type from which we “really and truly” set things, 
the events being creations of our imagination. 

From our earliest childhood we constantly 


talked of the day when we would be old enough 
tc help father edit and print the paper, and 
planned great things that we could do when 
that day came. Many of our childish dreams 
have been realized, and our father, whose hair 
has grown silvery white in the work, takes spe- 
cial pleasure in recalling the air castles of those 
days, which have gradually become real. 


HILE we have been doing all the report- 
W ing and most of the editing the past 

few years, it is only during the last 
year that we have. taken the responsibility en- 
tirely upon our own shoulders, our father be- 
ing engaged in gathering statistics and writing 
a history of Howell County and the development 
of this section of the Ozarks, which he expects 
to publish in the near future. 

We have endured all the trials of the much- 
cartooned country editor. We have actually 
known thé experience of dear old Mr. Farmer 
calling to request us to print his paper in “jest 
a leetle bit larger” type, for the sake of his 
failing eyesight. In days gone by we have taken 
everything from a peck of onions to a keg of 
g00d old Ozark cider on subscription, and have 
even been offered the sparkling white “coin 
juice” of the mountain distillery, in exchange for 
our “valuable sheét.” 

The old Washington hand press, which has 
played an important part in the career of al- 
most every country editor, is perfectly familiar 
to us, and the one in our possession came near 
being the motif of a sensational writeup of a 
horrible accident. A few years ago, while we 
were still printing our daily on the hand press, 
ene of the girls was manipulating the old 
“Washington” in the absence of the press-boy. 
She gave the lever such a Herculean jerk that 
the 2066-pounder toppled over, the trucks tore 
through the flocr and distributed a shower of 
debris in a grocery store underneath, creating 
a small panic in the first story. 

Almost everyone has a mental] picture (proba- 
bly suggested by some cartoon) of the poor edi- 
tor being mobbed by irate enemies about whom 


he has published some oftensive article, or 
whose name he has refused to leave out of the 
court docket, despite threats and offers of money. 
Of course. the editors of The Quill seldom are 
“thrashed, but one of us had the thrilling ex- 
perience of being waylaid by a band of desperate 
“hoss”’ traders, who had been the subject of an 
article published the Cay before. It took no 
small amount of tact to manage the situation, 
and, although the reporter’s heart was beating 
like a triphammer as she faced the line of men 
with their broad-brimmed hats, high boots, 
spurs and blacksnake whips. Before the band 
of fleecers realized what was happening they 





weie sheepishly agreeing that the article was 
a good joke, and each was delving into the 
pocket of his corduroys for the price of a year’s 
subscription. 


who are never satisfied with the way the 

paper is edited and are always offering 
advice about how the sheet should be run, is 
a part of our everyday duties, and we take 
turns in receiving these callers. The man who 
comes to register a complaint to the one who 
“writ” that piece about him; he who wants to 
stop his paper because we failed to publish the 
list of gifts in the story of his daughter’s wed- 
ding; the woman who is angry because we did 
not publish, verbatim, the article she contributed 
about her party, and the committee which calls 
tc tell us that we can’t “afford” to charge this 
or that organization for its advertising, with all 
the other complainers, are turned over to the one 
whose turn it is to be “trouble woman” for the 
day. 

Of course, our work is not without its humor- 
ous features, and they very materially aid in re- 
lieving the tension of an especially strenuous 
day.

Our task in newspaperdom has been a par- 
ticularly strenuous one, owing to the fact that 
we have always done so much of the work in 
the office. At the present time we are getting 
out every edition by ourselves, doing all the 
reporting, editing, typesetting, makeup, press- 
feeding and even running the engine which drives 
our presses, but this is only a temporary ar- 
rangement. We expect in the near future to be 


able to devote our time entirely to gathering

At the same ¢ime the fog '*’ed and 
we could see that the ice had broken from the 
shore and was being carried out of the bay by 
the tide. It was equally as dangerous to turn 
back as to g0 on and, as we judged we were a 
little nearer the point we were trying to make 
than the one we had left, we decided to go on. 
Our plan was to skirt the lane of open water, 
heading inshore all the time, in the hope that 
we might find some place where the ice still ad- 
hered to the shore. Hour after hour we ‘mushed’ 
away trying to get around the open water. Many 
times the ice we were on would open in front 
of us and we would have to~pridge it with our 
sled and drive the dogs across and ten. craw! 
over and pull the sled after us. Often the open 
iones were too wide for us to bridge, and then 





we would keep on along the edge, always head- 
ing toward the shore. 

“The afternoon wore away, and we tramped all 
night. The only food we had was some salty 
beef capsules, which we munched. They created 
a burning thirst, but we had no water and our 
canteens of tea, wrapped in three robes on the 
sledge, were frozen solid. We knew that if we ate 
the snow we should die with cramps, and so we 
plodded on, tired, weak from hunger and almost 
crazed with thirst. 

“Early the morning of the second day my part- 
ner gave out. I wrapped him in robes and lashed 
him to the sledge, and then:I went on ahead 
breaking a road through the snow for the dogs 
to follow. To add to my troubles, my dogs began 
to give out. They became lame from the sharp 
ice, and their feet froze when they stepped in 
the water that overflowed from the open leads. 
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I had to stop.and cut dog after dog loose and let 
him drop behind to freeze to death on the ice 
floe. My worst loss was a pure white Hudson 
Bay huskie dog, Jumbo, which had been reared 
from a puppy by my wife, and for which I haa 
refused $100 in gold a short time before. I cut 
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him loose and he followed the sledge for a long 
distance; then became too exhausted to walk and 
lay down in the snow to die. 

“When we were about twenty-five miles from 
Isaac’s Point my partner recovered enough to 
get out at times and help push the sledge. 

“The second night I became almost worn out 
myself, but I was encouraged and given new 
strength by a shift of the tide and wind which 
I saw was blowing and drifting the ice inshore 
again. I plodded on, and the morning of the 
third day, after 50 hours of constant travel over 
the ice, we landed at Isaac’s Point. 

“On the point was a roadhouse,and we stum- 
bled to the door. I knocked and then fell un- 
conscious. We were taken in and “{fed meh 


warmed, and gradually we came back to our full 
senses. But we had spent so much time on the 
ice and at the house in recuperating that we were 
late in Getting the mail to its destination. -We 
were fined for that. =

HIS is the age of the 
boss. And it is not 
surprising when one 
understands what a 
boss really is. 

A boss, in the ac- 
cepted usage of the 
word, is a dictator of 
a political party. Asa 
matter of fact, a boss 
is more often simply a 
leader of a_ politica] 
party. The term is 
purely relative. And 
nine times out of ten 

it is applied by those who wish to vilify a success- 
ful political leader. This is true in my case. I 
have been so uniformly successful since I rose to 


convrieht, 
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‘the leadership of the Republican party in Cincin- 


nati and Hamilton County in 1884 that my ene- 
mies and vilifiers for 27 years have been calling 
me a boss. They are at perfect liberty to do so. 
However, I maintain that I am nothing more nor 
less than the leader of the Republican party in 
Cincinnati and Hamilton County. But, since the 
public seems to prefer the incorrect term of boss 
to the correct term of political leader, I will use 
that term throughout this article. 

In the first place, I want to say that a boss is 
evolved—not self-made. He is a product of evo- 
lution—a natural product of American politic:l 
life. Every community has developed bosses. The 
successful ones, naturally, have obtained more 
or less fame or notoriety. There have always 
been political leaders, from the earliest dave of 
civilization. The men best fitted for leadershiy 
became the leaders. In the old days, strength 
and physical prowess were the chief attributes 
of the successful leader or boss; today the ability 
to control men is the most essential quality. I 
had no ambition to become a boss—I am using 
the incorrect term instead of the correct term 
political leader—when I entered politics as a 
young man. But because of my peculiar fitness I 
evolved into a boss. 

Right here I want to say that the success I 
have met with I owe to the loyalty of my friends. 


J have never made a dollar out of politics. For 


27 years my enemies have been investigating me, 
but even the bitterest of men will have to admit 
that they have never been able to prove the 
slixhtest dishonesty. 

How did I make my millions? Principally in 


I am interested in 
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not a public contract let in Cincinnati’ that 
Cox does not control, and the city is robbed 
right and left, brazenly and above board. In 
fact, it has been testified in court that the 
graft collections in Cincinnati were some 
$7,000,000 a year. | 

At the present time he is under indict- 
ment for perjury. The indictment is based 
on the testimony given before the grand 
jury of Hamilton County by John H. Gib- 
son, who was one of the several Republican 
county treasurers who returned a total of 
$215,000 alleged illegal interest on the coun- 
ty funds to the county after the Drake legis- 
lation in 1906 had exposed the collection of 
such interest. The sum returned by Gibscn 
was $97,064, and he is said to have testified 
that Cox received $48,500 of the $97,060 
which the banks gave Gibson as “gratuities” 
during his term of office from 1900 to 1904. 
Cox on May 21. 1906, testified before the 
grand jury that he had never received any 
of the illegal interest money collected by 
county treasurers. The grand jury cha-ges 
that he did receive the $48,500 and therefore 
committed perjury. “8 

If he does clear himself he will continue 
his sway like those bosses of a bygone era 
who ruled absolutely, unhampered by the 
need of deference to public opinion. Years 
ago Boss Cox ranked with the big fellows 

—Quay of Pennsylvania, Croker of New York, 
Butler of St. Louis and Buckley of San Fran- 
ciscco. Today he is in a class by himself. 
The old-time bosses are dead. Of the young- 
er generation of bosses that have sprung up 
some have lost their power, others, like Abe 
Ruef, are in jail. _ 

But—What is a boss? 

Why is a boss? 

To obtain the most comprehensive answers 
to these questions this newspaper sent one 
of its representatives to Cincinnati to ask 
Boss Cox. 

The representative found Boss Cox in his 
office in the Cincinnati Trust Company and 
explained his mission. The idea interested 
the Boss of Cincinnati, and for the first time 
in his career he gave his own story in an- 
swer to the questions.

cause I have,prevented graft. Because I have seen 
to it that the city had the right kind of men to 
Back in the early eighties I brought 
about honest elections, and since that time I 
have seen to it that the city officials gave honest 
administrations.. The fact that all the investiga- 
tions by self-styled reformers for the past 27 years 
has not even resulted in the finding of seven il- 
legal votes out of a total population of 400,000 
iz pretty good proof of my statements. 


It is in this very work of seeing tnat the city 
hae honest and efficient servants and that tuere 
is not the slightest graft that a boss is most suc- 
cessful. The people do the voting. I simply see 
that the right candidates are selected. The fact 
that they are elected settles all arguments ‘on 
any score. Furthermore, it costs a candidate 
nothing to run and be elected. I have eliminated 
the use of big sums for election purposes. 


What do I consider my greatest achievement? 
I take great pride in my achievement of taking 
the schools, the fire and the police departments 
out-of politics. This was my first work after I 
became boss of Cincinnati. Cincinnati was the 
first large city in America to take its schools, 
police and fire departments out of politics. Since 
I brought it about, practically every city has tried

to sccomplish the same thing. Many~ have been 
successful, but it is still a deplorable fact that the 
police departments in many of our cities are dom- 
inated by politics. 

It. was through my efforts that Cincinnati ob- 
tained its waterworks, but my chief work as boss 
has been ‘in preventing graft and seeing that the 
city has had the right men to serve it. A boss 
is not necessarily a public enemy. 

At the present time I am striving to get the 
city home rule. The question of: home rule is 
the greatest problem before the cities of. this 
country today. No further progress can be made 
in municipal affairs until the cities become free. 
I am striving t6 have Cincinnati make its own 
laws, instead of being ruled by legislators from 
rural districts. The cities of this country should 
make their own laws, and I believe the time is 
close at hand when they will do so. 

I was born in Cincinnati on April 29, 1853, in 
a quarter that was peopled largely by, the poor. 
My father was an Englishman who came to this 
country in 1847. He was a very pious man, but 
he died when I was only 8 years of age, without 
leaving a dollar. I had to leave school and help 
support my mother. The only work I was fitted 
for was selling newspapers, so I began at once 
to peddle them on the city’s streets. I was suc- 
cessful from tue start and I was soon able to give 
my mother several dollars every week for our sup- 
port. I suppose there was little difference be- 
tween my early life and that of a newsboy in 
New York today. It was a hard battle, but I was 
a husky lad and I stood it well. I was as fond 
of a scrap as anyone and I dare say that I fought 
a good many times. And if my memory serves 
me right I was the victor on most occasions.

In addition to selling papers I blacked boots.

1 decided that if the Republicans were ever to 
have a fair deal in Cincinnati it would be neces- 
sary to pass strict election laws, and accordingly 
I set about to have such laws passed.

MARCHED AWAY TO MEXICAN WAR

At 85 Years of Age This 
Veteran, With Memory Still 
Undimmed, Recalls How Old 
St. Louis Furnished. Troops 
to Support Zachary Taylor 
Against Santa *Ana’s Army 
in Texas, and to Help Gen. 
Kearney Take Colorado From 
the Mexicans 


I am the last leaf of the old oak tree, 
Cold is the day, the wind is sighing, 

Blow rudely, autumn winds, and set me free, 
To join my comrades in the cold earth lying. 


IXTY-FIVE years ago to- 
day 3600 young men of 
the best families in St. 
Louis marched away to 
the Mexican War. Of 
all that host only one 
man is alive today in 
St. Louis.: The others 
are dead, and Michael 
McEnnis, the sole sur- 
vivor, says: 


“My time to join my’ 


comrades in the cold 

earth is not far away. 

I am not mourning its 
It is time for me to go.” 

He is 85 years old. His mind is as bright as 
the day nearly three-quarters of a century ago, 
when he and his comrades marched east on Pine 
street from Twelfth street, waving their hands at 
the thousands of mothers, sisters and sweet- 
hearts who lined the sidewalks and followed them 
weeping to the levee. 

“But my sweetheart did not weep,” said Mc- 
Ennis the other day, in his home, 3854 Sullivan 
avenue. “She was with my mother, who was 
weeping, and I looked for tears on the face of my 
sweetheart as I, sitting proudly on my horse, rode 
, past her. She smiled défiantly at me, and her 
* cheeks ware dry. I was sorely troubled, for she 
| refuned to promise me she would marry me 
ahen I returned from the war, and she had re- 
fused to »romise that she would not marry an- 


_ other while I was gone. She said I would fall in 
' love with some pretty Mexican senorita while I 


Was away. But she was waiting for me when I 
returned, and then I found out that she had loved 
me all the while. We were married and 56 de- 
scendants of our union are alive today, and I ex- 


pect them all to attend my funeral.”

St. Louis Mexican War Veteran. 


ICHAEL McENNIS is the only man 
M living in St. Louis of 3600 who 

marched away from here to the 
Mexican War 65 years ago. 

The sword he carried to the Mexican War 
is preserved as a relic in the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington. 

He has carried his Mexican War medal in 
his pocket 62 years. 

In the Revolutionary War 22 members of 
his family fought; 88 of them fought in the 
War of. 1812. : 

Charles Carroll of Carrollton, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, held him on 
his knee and told him stories of the strug- 
gles for independence. 

Andrew Jackson, President of the United 
States, carried him on the pommel of his 
saddle and told him to be always a Demo- 
crat. 

He came to St. Louis in 1837, when there 
was not a paved street west of Third street. 

He has 56 direct descendants, each of whom 
he hopes will attend his funeral. 











On the way back, while in camp at Pawnee 
Fork, Kan., McEnnis had just dipped his tin cup 
into the hot coffee and was taking a drink from 
it, with his head thrown back, when he saw a 


- company of mounted horsemen coming over a hill 


toward the camp. He shouted: 

“Here come some more soldiers.” 

Ward, an old Indian trader, looked... “Soldiers,” 
he said. “They are Navajo Indians, and we'd 
better get ready for a fight. 

An Indian Attack. 
HE Indians came on yelling their war 
T cry. They surrounded the camp and hid 
themselves in the tall grass, keeping up 
a steady fire on the little party of Americans.” 

“A bullet grazed my ear and killed a mule 
behind me,” said McEnnis in telling of it. “That 
made me mad, and when Ward said some of us 
would have to rout them out of the grass I was the 
first man to volunteer. Ward told us that the In- 
dians were more afraid of knives than of guns, 
end for us to draw our swords and charge them. 
There were eight of us in the charge. We went 
efter them flourishing our long swords fiercely 
over our heads, and when we got close to the tall 
grass the Indians broke cover and ran away. 
When I returned to camp, Ward complimented me, 
‘but I said: 

“*Hold on, Ward, what are you praising me 
for? There were eight of us, weren't there?’ 

*“*Yes, but you led it,” answered Ward. 

“*Well, the bigger the coward the harder he'll 


‘fight Indians, because he knows if he don’t walp 


the Indians they’ll scalp him,’ I said.

- 1849, while passing Murdock & Dickson’s store on 
Main street, I looked in and saw a great pile of 


guns and swords. I went in and asked what it 
all meant. They tgld me that these were the 
arms used in the Mexican War and that they had 
been bought from the Government and sold to 
go to South America. I said I was willing to bet 
tbat my sword was there, and they gave me leave 
to hunt for it. 

“By George, I found it; my very sword that I 
had used in scaring the Indians, with my initials 
on it. I bought it for 50 cents. I kept that sword 
until four years ago, when I took it with me toa 
reunion of Mexican War veterans in Dallas, Tex. 


His Mexican Sword. 


HERE it was seen by an army officer. It 
T was a pattern that had long been out of 

use in the army, and this officer said 
the War Department was anxious to get hold 
of one of them as a relic. He reported to the 
Government that I had one of the swords, and 
a long correspondence followed. Finally I sent 
the sword to Washington, and it is in a glass 
case in the Smithsonian Institution, with my 
name on it and a copy of my Mexican War 
medal beside it.” 

McEnnis has carried his Mexican War medal 
in his pocket for 62 years. It was cast from can- 
non captured from the Mexicans. 

McEnnis comes of fighting stock. He is of the 
ninth generation of his family in this country. 
In the Revolutionary War 22 members of his fam- 
liy fought. In the War of 1812 there were 88 
members of his family. His grandfather, George 
MecNelir, wat a Lieutenant in the Sea Fencibles at 
the bombardment of Fort McHenry in 1812. 

McEnnis was born in Baltimore. Four blocks 
*from his home on Front street was the home of 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, who was liv- 
ing there with his married daughter. 
“Seventy-eight years ago Andrew Jackson, 
President of the United States, took me up an the 
pommel of his saddle and talked with me. 

“The occasion was a great parade in Baltimore, 
Sept. 12, the anniversary of the battle of North 
Point. My father was marshal of the parade and 
i was with him, wearing a funny costume. When 
I came by Jackson stopped the parade and had 
me lifted to his horse while the parade went on. 
I remember well his stern look and the pompadour 
of gray hair, Hesaid to meashe patted my head:

And one of the most remarkable 
things about- this virtual revolution 
in the agricultural condition of Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey 
and other states is that the men who 
have effected it are, in the majority 
of cases, giving onlv their spare time 
to it, as they are working elsewhere 
as laborers eight or ten hours a day. 


The decline in farming in the East- 
ern States had become a serious prob- 
lem. It was due to many causes, the 
temptation of the West, with its lim- 
itless stretches of, virgin soil, and 
the lure of the cities to the younger 
generations, being the most important 
of these. 

Now come the Italians and all this 
is ehanged. The Italian Government 
has been deeply concerned over the 
tendency of Italians to congregate in 
the big cities of America—New York 
has more than 500,000 of them—and 
has done all in its power to encourage 
their settlement in the country. For 
nine-tenths of the Italian emigrants 
to America come from rural districts. 
At home they were farm laborers. 

They lived in small towns or vil- 
lages, and every morning went out to 
till the fields in the surrounding 
country. But on coming to America 
they remain where they can earn 
most money. Consequently, such cities 
as New York, Boston and Philadel- 
phia are full of Italians, the. greater 
number of whom have never lived

Then, too, we are in trouble be- 
cause we are looking fondly back- 
ward to the days of our. grand- 
mothers and expecting from. the 
household servant of today the same 
qualities which were provided by the 
trusted, intelligent, well-trained 
friend of the family who could in 
earlier New England’ be secured for 
such service. Many doors have 
opened since then te young girls 
who formerly were willing to help 
in a friend's household. 

Stenography, typewriting and 
salesmanship call these girls from 
their former task. The telephone 
exchange demands its army of work- 
ers; the factory is often ‘manned’ 
by women. Regular hours, a fixed 
task, companionship, standing in the 
community and a measure of inde- 
pendence are assured to a person 
who enters upon any of these new 
fields of labor. 

There are left for domestic serv- 
ice few besides aliens, who must be 
taught from the beginning the ways 
of the new household, and who may 
after a few months desert for the 
more alluring fleld.
